P. G. Harding, 65, governor of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Boston 
and former governor of the fed- 
eral reserve board, died here at 
4:30 a. m., today. 


He had been in poor health for 


more than a year and had been 
confined to his bed for three weeks. 
He made his home at the Algon- 
quin Club. 


Mr. Harding had been governor 


of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston 
since January, 1923. 
He 


was appointed a member of the 
federal rese. ,-o board at its forma- 
tiAn in 1914 by President Wilson 
and in 1916 was made governor of 
the board. 
He served until 1922. 


He was managing director of the 


war finance corporation in 1918 and 
1919. 


Born 
In 
Green 
county, Ala- 


bama, on March 5, 1964, he graduat- 
ed from the University of Alabam* 
in 1881, the youngest full graduate 
in the history of the university. 


He began his banking career in 


a private bank at Tuscaloosa, Ala., 
later going to the Bcrney National 
Bank at Birmingham. Ala. After 
some years he was chosen presi- 
dent of the First National Bank 
of Birmingham. 
Rose From Lowly Start

Wild Oil Gusher Is 
Outsmarted by Man; 


Tamed Late Sunday 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okia., April 


7.—(<P)— Outsmarted 
by

genuity of man, the crafty No. 1 
Mary Sudik, outlaw gusher of the 
South Oklahoma City oil field, to- 
day fumed and fretted against the 
steel barrier that held her giant 
energy in check. 


The well was placed under con- 


trol late yesterday after 11 days of 
liberty. During that time the gush- 
er showered 
the 
countryside for 


miles around with an estimated 
daily average of 48,000 barrels of 
petroleum. 


With the petroleum geyser halt- 


ed, operations in the field drew 
sighs of relief. Because of the dan- 
ger that the spraying gas and oil 
would catch fire, all other activi- 
ties in the district had been halted. 
A stray spark from two clanging 
pieces of steel and the territory 
might have become a raging infer- 
no.

Prefacing his sermon, Dr. Ham 


cited several strange legal cases in 
world history, and said that 
the 
strangest was the trial and cruci- 
fixion of Christ. He explained its 
strangeness by saying that people 
seized and killed the very God who 
brought them into existence, and 
upon whose generosity 
blessings 


are given people.. In this connec- 
tion the evangelist declared 
that 
the present day. world is responsi- 
ble for the rejection of Jesus, and 
will have to answer for it. 
Dr. Ham explained that to justly 
try a case it is necessary to know 
its history, and the make-up and 
function of the courts before which 
it is tried, and continued to explain 
the history of the case of Christ, 
as recorded in the Gospels. 
The 


further gave a detailed description 
of the courts wherein Christ 
was 


tried. The evangelist declared that 
the people who tried Jesus 
were 


modernists, who did not believe in 
the supernatural, and who rejected 
the Bible's teachings. 
Dr. Ham said that Christ was not 


popular with the leaders of 
the 
time because he was popular with 
the masses, and because his popu- 
larity was endangering the leaders' 
prestige.

hired people to follow Christ and 
get legal evidence against him." 
The evangelist enumerated the va- 
rious times Christ humiliated the 
lawyers, which further cemented 
^His popularity wth the masses. 
T 
" No Legal Charge. 


"After discovering they could find 


no legal evidence with which 
to 
put Him to death," Dr. Ham went 
on: 
"They falsely charged him 


with blasphemy and sedition." At 
this point the speaker pointed out 
the many irregularities connected 
k.with Chrst's trial and execution, 
showed 
where 
the 
courts 


.ould be disqualified today. 
He 


declared that Christ was condemn- 
ed to death several months before 
his arrest and trial. ''Pilate had 
the opportunity to release Christ," 
Dr. Ham declared, "but feared for 
his connection with Caesar, and 
gave the people their choice be- 
tween Christ and Barabbas." He 
further asserted that Pilate 
will 
he held accountable for the death 
of Christ, as will the people 
on 
earth today who reject Him daily. 
"Present day Christendom Is a 


social oligarchy that refuses 
t" 
help missionaries, and turns its 
back On God, and will never win a 
battle against the organized effort 
of the anti-Christ movement," the 
speaker declared. 
He continued: 


•'Christ is being attacked now by 
the press, schools, and organized 
international effort." 
The evangelist declared that per- 


sons of the world today who say 
"amen" to verdicts 
for 
Christ's 


conviction, and who fail to accept 
His salvation are doomed to de- 
struction. 
Concluding, Dr. Ham 
said: "Woe be unto you if 
you 
stand before the God on judgment 
day, who created you and the world 
you live in, and reject the teach- 
ings of his son." 


The benediction was pronounced 
by Rev. J. Howard Williams, pas- 
tor of the First Baptist church.

private bank in Tuscaloosa 
he 
went to Birmingham, where 
he 


worked his way up from bookkeep- 
er to cashier of the Berney Nation- 
al Bank. He was president of the 
First National Bank of Birming- 
ham when in 1914 he was appoint- 
ed a member of the newly organ- 
ized federal reserve board. 
Two 


years later President Wilson nam- 
ed him as governor of the board 
and this position he continued to 
hold until 1922. In January, 1923, 
he became governor of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston. 
Is Given Degree 


During the war Mr. Harding was 


j managing director of the war 
fi- 


nance corporation. He was award- 
ed the degree of doctor of laws by 
the University of Alabama in 1916 
and by Harvard university In 1922. 


Mr. Harding considered one of 


his greatest achievements in 
the 


fact that he succeeded In keeping 
the federal reserve board out of 
politics. 
In January, 1920. he de- 


livered a notable address in which 
he warned of the approaching busi- 
ness 
depression, saying that it 


might be found that America had 
been "living 
in a fool's paradise 


since the close of the war" and 
that more work, economy and liber- 
al investment in foreign securities 
were necessary "if we wish 
to 


make the present apparent pros- 
perity real and jpermanent."
